Educatiora! fund, making one hundred

The Government either looked on 10 
silence or made such feeble efforts to 
protect the citizens as to create the 
gravest suspicions of its honesty. 
But when the citizens, exaspera- 
ted by the murder of their kindred, the 
destruction or insecurity of their homes 
united to bring to justice threse pests 
of society, the same Government would 
all at once awake to the sharpest vigt- 
lance to see that the strict letter of the 
law was not violated in the attempt. 

The partics engaged in one of these 
attempts, and among them the best men 
in the country, are even now under the 
ban of outlawry and fugitives from the 
State. 

United States troops appear upon the 
scene, and one of the most highly re- 
spected citizens of the county is shot 
down in their very presence and with 
impunity. This is the unequal warfare 
that the men of Robeson county have 
been engaged in. That they have not 
succeeded in extirpating this band of 
robbers is certainly no reflection upon 
their manhood or their courage. 

On one side stood the Lowreys, with 
unerring riflles, on the other stood 
partisan magistrates, of high and low 
degree, with proclamations of outlawry !
